Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed amendment, if entered, would newly introduce the claim limitation of "said organic light 
emission layer bem^ in direct contact with at least one of said electrode layers." The introduction of such a limitation would dramatically 
alter the overall scope of the affected claims, requiring additional search and consideration.
